HART-AGNEW LAW UPHELD. 



New York. June 14. — Justice Aspinall of the Su- 
preme Court of Brooklyn in a decision handed down 
today upheld the constitutionality of tin* Hnrt-Agnew 
law and refused to dismiss the indictments lending 
against tlie Coney island and Brooklyn Jockey Clubs 
for conspiracy and against individuals for tmnkmak- 
ing. The cases will now la- rushed to trial, whirl* 
probably will take place early in the fall. Mean- 
while the question of the constitutionality of tlie law 
will la- further tested by the carrying of the points 
involved to the Court of A piteals, which is the court 
of last resort in this state. 

The esses passed ii|mui by Judge Aspinai! today 
were before him on demurrers to indictments found 
try the Kings County grand jury against the Coney 
Island Joekey Chib, tlie Rrooklxn Jockey Club. Mark 
A. Reunion and thirty bookmakers. The demurrers 
were dismissed and the cases were ordered to go to 
trial, probably some time in October. 

Andrew Miller, a member of the Jockey Club, said 
today that h»* had interviewed counsel on Judge 
Aspinall's decision, and that Davies. Stone and Auer- 
bach said that tin* decision is only a preliminary one 
to pave the way for a trial, and if at the trial of the 
ease it is decided against the jockey clubs, it would 
still he admissible to appeal. 

Indictments against the race-track clubs charge the 
maintaining of public gambling places. Those against 
bookmakers charge the accepting of lvagers. The 
indictments were found a year ago and have been 
pending ever since. The argument ttpon which Judge 
Aspinall handed down today’s decision was made iu 
January of this year.

RACING IN HONG KONG. 

The Hong Kong lace course, known as the Happy 
Valley, lies a Ism I a mile out ol Victoria, the seaport 
of the island. It is remarkable for lieing the only 
level iiit of grassed land in Iloug Kong, is very 
smooth, and nearly a mile in circuit. A cinder track 
for training has been laid down within the race 
nurse, and Hie inside field, being tin* general reorea- 
I Ion resort. «-< m t ii i iis hookey and foot lull I grounds 
ind tennis emirts. Almut ten rears ago some British 
residents. . ndi.wed witli s|M*rting proelivities, untie- 
ing tlial tin* only level patch of ground was a 
marshy desert, set almut developing- its imssibilities, 
and this very pretty race course was the result. 
Tli.-n a few ‘ Waler " ponies were innmrted. and in 
11MI3 tlie tirst Waler Champion Stakes' race was mil- ' 
Only four ponies raced, and of these one man owned 
three: consequently it was rather a tame and dis- 
appointing content. Waler ponies proving ton ex- 
pensive. Chinese (Millies were next introduced. These 
being found in large numliers in the wilds of Mon- 
;olia and Korea, were brought in droves to tin (Hirts 
•f Shaugliai and Tientsin, wliere horse dealers sup 
plied tlie demand of the Hong Kong sportsmen. 
Though small, averaging only thirteen hands, these 
Chinese ponies are very useful for either riding or 
driving, and, having line staying powers, make good 
racers. 

Tin- Hong Kong Jockey Clnli divides the racing 
IMinies into three classes. Tin- tirst class, or "grif- 
fins.'’ are untrained ponies, unknown to tin* public, 
and these only are eligible for tin* Happy Valley 
Derby Race, for Hong Kong. too. lias its Derby. A 
racing man will send north for a consignment of 
young (Millies, on the chance that there may lie one 
in- two crack racers among them. More often than 
not tin- s|H-ciilution turns out a failure. 

Tlie second class, or “subscription griffins.” have 
had some training, and have attained a minimum 
time of one minute forty seconds for three-quarters 
if a mile. Siibscrilicrs for “subscription griffins” 
are advertised for in tlie autumn by tile Hong Kong 
Jockey ( lull. A subscriber must guarantee $125 
for tlie pony. and. when a sufficient number lias been 
enrolled, a date is set for tin- drawing of lots, to 
Ik- held at the Shanghai Horse Basaar. One box 
contains the names of the subscribers, and another 
the numbers nf the trained griffins. A name when 
drawn is called out. and a pony’s number is drawn 
at tin- same lime, it is thus by pure chance that 
subscriber sometimes becomes possessed of a goisl 
pony. The tliird class of ponies, culled “aged.” 
insists of those that have already raced in other 
places Ilian llong Kong. 

Hong Kong’s yearly race meeting is held in Feb- 
ruary. the weather at that time lM-ing considered 
most suitable. There arc three days of races, wit li 
occasional extra day. Ten races constitute a 
day's program, and tlie stakes range from $650 down 
$1541. but for the Derby the amount is generally 
$750. wi til a $lll sweepstakes added, the three placed 
IMinies taking seventy, twenty and ten tier cent. 
res|H*ct ively. Besides the money there is frequently 
i cup or trophy .awarded to tlie winner of the Derby. 

The handicapping makes no allowance for age or 
sex. lint only for height. Tlie weight for a thirteen- 
hand pony is lived at 152 |touiids, three pounds lieing 
added for every inch over or under that height. 
Though I be weight is somewhat excessive for so 
small an animal, tin- race is often mu in quick time, 
the record of 2:05* being made by a Jinny called 
Heather King, with 158 pounds on his back, in 1905. 
The length of tin* course is 1.660 yards. The record 
in tlie Ghauipion Stakes, one mile and a miarler, 
was made by Spring Rose, which covered the dis- 
tance in 2:36. In a mile and a lull f rai-e. Daredevil 
and Diiihmiii ran a dead heat in 3:12}. which is the 
rec o rd for that distance at Hong Kong. In Rais 
Spring Rose won a mile and three-quarters race 
ill I lie record time of 3:171*. 

The llong Kong races are among tlie least costly 
in the world, lieing mostly taken part in by ama- 
teurs. who train their own ponies. For $250 a man 
may subscribe for a griffin, train him for three 
months, and pay all necessary expenses. The entry 
fee is $5 |M*r race. When the racing season is over, 
those ponies which are not sept on to tin- Fisa-how 
or Amoy races are sold bv auction, some that have 
acquitted themselves creditably bringing as lunch 
as $609. though often a bargain inav lie had for $19. 
Small rail* meetings during tlie summer have lately 
become more frequent, taking tlie place of the gvuk- 
lianas which were popular some years ago. — Austra- 
lasian.
